No. 38[F. No. 39-2|82-EP.—In exercise of the 
powers conferred by Section 45 of the Food Corpo¬ 
rations Act, 1964 (37 of 1964) and with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, the Food Cor¬ 
poration of India hereby makes the following Regula¬ 
tions further to amend the Food Corporation of India 
(Death-cum-Retirement Gratuity) Regulations, 
1967 :— 

(i) These Regulations shall be called the Food 
Corporation of India (Death-cum-Rclire- 
ment Gratuity) (9th amendment) Regula¬ 
tions, 1986.

5(4) “Emoluments” for the purposes of these 
Regulations shall mean the last pay drawn 
fwhich term includes special pay, dearness 
pay, if any, leave salary, subsistence grant 
and such other emoljmentsjL'imvances as 
may be decked to count for gnFuity trom 
time to time! immediately preceding the 
date of quitting service and shall be subject 
to a maximum of Rs. 4,000!- per month,”

The Food Corpora 1 ion of Tnd'a (Death-cum-Re- 
tirement Gratuity; Regulation';, 1957 arc based on 
the model Grafiii'y Scheni’s of the Bureau of Public 
Enterprises, Ministry of Finance (B.P.E.), Govern¬ 
ment of India, who has recently increased the Ceiling 
limit of the maximum amount of Gratuity from 
Rs. 36,000[- to Rs. 50.000j- and the ceiling on emo¬ 
luments of Rs. 2,500|- per mensum has been raised 
to Rs. 4003|- per mensum vide O.M. No. 2(29) [75- 
BPE(WC; da v ed 18th May, 1985 in respect of Pub¬ 
lic Sector employees who are not covered by the pro¬ 
visions of the Payment of Gratuity Act, 1972 and 
who retire on or 1 after 31-3-1985.
